road monopolies of coal and oil will

achieve nothing, there is nothing on 
which any definite conjecture of tile 
purpose 
of the 
conference can 
be 
based. 
Both officials repaired to their 
hotel after leaving the W hite House. 


Washington, March 9.—Regardless 
of the fact that the statehood Hill was 
the only gin ition discussed in the s e n ­ 
ate during the day, railroad rates con­ 
tinued an absorbing topic and groups 
of senators 
met in earnest 
but In­ 
formal consideration of tile many sug­ 
gested amendments. 
The big question 
now is one of wording amendments 
and without doubt no Hill that has 
been before 
congress in years 
bas 
been given so much attention over so 
small un issue. 
Judicial review of orders of th© in­ 
terstate 
commerce commission 
has 
from the first been the real issue. One 
faction, that supporting the bill in its 
present form, declares that it bas no 
objection to railroads 
having their 
day in court, but it makes the asser­ 
tion that this is provided by the pres­ 
ent bill. 
The other faction contends 
that it wants the same thing, but that 
tile bill should 
provide for 
this in 
specific terms. 
There are other foe 
tions which have amendments, such 
as tin' .Spooner plan of impounding the 
difference between the commissions 
and i lie railroads* rate pending a de­ 
termination of the equity of tile for­ 
mer; and the Bailey proposition de­ 
claring for a full review by the courts, 
but limiting the bower of the circuit 
courts to enjoining the commission. 
There are many senators who admit 
frankly that they are not experts on 
the subject of railroad rites and that 
they have been confused by the va­ 
rious plans that have been submitted. 
These senators say that they will have 
to wait the debate on the bill before 
they can feel certain of their positions. 
On this account an accurate poll can­ 
not be made. 
Supporters of a judicial 
review amendment have been more 
sanguine 
concerning 
the 
situation 
since the 
speech made 
by Senator 
Bailey 
Wednesday. 
On 
the 
other 
hand the friends 
of the house 
bill 
seem to have been encouraged by the 
same speech. 
Several senators will answer Sena­ 
tor Bailey. 
Among these is Senator 
Nelson. 
He takes the 
position that 
Senator Bailey has brought forward a 
plan that is not in harmony with the 
Constitution. 
Democratic senators 
are disposed 
not to enter into a general discussion 
of the rate bill 
until after Senator 
Bailey’s proportion 
bas been pre­ 
sented.

ment, which allows each territory to 
vote separately 
on the 
question of 
jointure. 
Mr. McCumber opposed the 
joining of Oklahoma and Indian Terri­ 
tory 
and Mr. 
Patterson held 
that 
Arizona and New Mexico should bo 
admitted as separate states. 
Under agreement arrived a* a week 
ago, the senate will begin voting on 
tho amendments offered to the bill at 
4 p. m. 
and the 
final vote 
will he 
taken before adjournment for the day. 
The time previous to 4 o’clock will he 
devoted to ten minute speeches on the 
bill and amendments.

Hon. L. A. Rosing, president of the 
State Municipal League, delivered an 
address last 
night at tho Brainerd 
opera house to a good audience, not so 
great in cum bers perhaps, but good and 
enthusiastic over the subject in hand, 
that of “ M unicipal Ownership." 
Dr. J. L . Camp, president of the local 
Municipal League, presided over the 
deliberations of the meeting, and there 
were a large number of well known 
Brainerd business and professional men 
on the stage, including the members of 
the city council and other public offi­ 
cials. 


Generally speaking tho elTort was the 
best ever heard here on this question, 
Mr. Rosing has evidently made a thor­ 
ough study of this question of munici­ 
pal ownership and his wide knowledge 
of the affairs of municipalities and their 
government make his statements the 
more interesting in that they teem with 
facts and not fancies. 


Reclaim ed as in all other questions 
the one great 
principal necessary to 
success is organization. 
It is import­ 
ant to a city, not only from the stand­ 
point of the ownership of 
public u tili­ 
ties, but a necessary and almost inde 
spensible sympton in order 
to secure 
the success of the people of a munici­ 
pality, that they 
may receive 
their 
rights and the proceeds that belong to 
them. 


One of the points referred to and a 
question that is important to the peo­ 
ple is the fact that there is a reckless­ 
ness in not conserving our own natural 
resources for the benefit of the people. 
He illustrates this point by referring to 
the Pacific timber crop, which the A l­ 
mighty took years to grow, and which 
is gobbled up in a few years by private 
individuals. 


IRON ORK ROADS. 


The speaker referred to the great ore 
industries of the state and how individ­ 
uals were usurping the rights of the 
people in that the natural resources of 
the land were not being turned into the 
channels for the public good. 
He had 
looked up tilt} annual statements, for 
instance of the Mesaba 
range roads. 
He had found that they operate 394.- 
50 miles of road, including spur tracks, 
Their gross earnings for a year were 
$13,0-14,499.33: operating expense $4,507,- 
591.20; showing a net earning of $8,536,- 
908.07. 
Deduct mg from this the taxes 
of the state, it is found that tile actual 
net earnings of the companies is $8,117,- 
300.38, or a net earning of $20,550.00 per 
mile. 
In spite of this showing the com­ 
panies did not declare a dividend for 
the past year. 
The not earnings of 
these roads equals tho whole amount 
expended in the state of Minnesota by 


ration between the executive and legis- 
tive departments of the city government. 
Tho mayor should be tho executive in 
fact; the council control the adm inistra­ 
tive features. 
The city council should 
be strictly limited to the legislative, the 
enactment of tho ordinance and the ap­ 
propriation of tho necessary funds for 
the various departments. 
Tho council 
should 
be tho master of the purse 
strings. 
“ You might just as well ex­ 
pect a debating society to run tho Ja p 
Russo war as to allow the council 
to 
conduct the adm inistrative part of the 
city,’’ said the speaker. 
“ Give tho m ay­ 
or power to execute and hold him re­ 
sponsible for the results," ho said. 
Mr. Hosing closed with an appeal to 
tho citizens of 
Brainerd to stand 
to­ 
gether in promoting tile welfare of tho 
city. 
“ The lumbering industry 
is a 
thing of the past,” ho said, “ and the 
future success of tile city depends on 
the loyalty of its own citizens and their 
capacity of organization to promote tho 
welfare of its ow n community.” 
Mr. Rosing did not enter a great deal 
into local conditions, for as he express­ 
ed it he did not feel that it was for him 
to point out specific cases but he gave 
to tho best of his ability a statement 
of the great principles of public owner­ 
ship which can bo applied in all cases. 


tho public in 1903 for education. 
Tho 
university, the normal schools, the high 
and

case goes to prove that, given

Mr. Rosing quoted 
tho 
Dartmouth 
case, tho opinions of Chancellor Kent 
and Judge Cooley, in which they show­ 
ed that charters and franchises may be 
easily granted but they are hard to re­ 
voke. 
The well being and happiness of 
a community largely depends on the ef­ 
ficiency of its public service. 
Tho peo­ 
ple are entitled to light and water at 
cost because these enter intim ately into 
the home andindustrial life, and should 
be supplied as cheaply as possible, the 
rate charged being based on the cost of 
operation, interest charged on bonds, 
sinking fund, with charges based upon 
the payment of bonds in 20 years and a 
proper charge for plant depreciation. 


Municipal ownership of public u tili­ 
ties is not socialism. The speaker based 
this statement on tho following defini­ 
tion: “ That any business or enterprise 
which for its existence must necessarily 
exercise 'some governmental power or 
privilege, is a proper enterprise for gov­ 
ernmental control 
or 
ownership, 
if 
necessary, and is an exercise of the 
proper state or municipal activity, and 
is not socialism.” 


On the practical application of the 
case ho said a m unicipality should se­ 
cure the best expert advice regarding 
the purchase of a public utitity plant or 
the installation of a new7 plant. 
Tho 
great mistake is made generally in in­ 
stalling plants with too small a capacity. 


W ith good management any 
m unici­ 
pal plant should be a success from a 
financial standpoint. 
The speaker re­ 
ferred to the case of Duluth. 
The ex­ 
perience there is an illustration. 
When 
the city of Duluth 
took over its gas 
plant seven years ago the rate was $1.90 
per thousand feet. 
Today under m uni­ 
cipal ownership the rate is 75 cents per 
thousand feet and within a year they 
expect to reduce this rate to 65 cents, 
showing a net saving to the people of 
that city of $942,000. 
H e referred also 
to the enormous increase of comsump- 
tion from 25,OOO,CKX) feet in 1899 to ID R­ 
OGO,OOO feet in 1905. 


One of the weakest points in tho whole 
system of municipal government is tho 
manner that tho municipal control is 
organized. 
In order to secure better 
city administration and a consequent 
la tte r business management, the chart 
er should provide for an absolute sopa-
